In thole cafes where 
he body has been exhaufted by any caule , 
od faintnefs, or a ftoppage in the circula- 
jon ofthe blood has been produced, the 
adden ftimulus of f{pirits may be neceflary. 
in this cafe we comply ftriétly with the ad- 
yice of Solomon, who confines the ufe of 
frong drint to him that is ready to perifp ! 
And zdly. When the body has been ex- 
ed to wet weather, and more efpecially 
if cold be joined with it, a moderate quanti- 
ty of fpirits is not only proper, but high- 
ly ufeful to obviate debility, and thus 
to prevent fever. I take thefe to be the 
only two cafes that can occur in which 
fpirituous liquors are inno-cent or necef- 


fary. 
But if we reject f{pirits from being a part 


ofour drinks, what liquors fhall we {ubfti- 


fute in the room of them? For cufom— 
the experience of all ages and countries, 
and even nature herfelf, feem to demand 
drinks more grateful and more cordial than 
fim- ¢ water. 

io this I fhall reply, by recommending 
in the room of fpirits, in the firft place, 

1. Cypver. This excellent liquor con- 
tains a {mall quantity of fpirit, fo blunted, 
by being combined with an acid, and a 
large quantity of faccharine matter and wa- 


ter, as to be perfeétly innocent, inoffenfive | 


and wholefome. It difegrees only with pe-- 


fons fabje& to the rheumatifm, but, it may | | 


be rendered inoffenfive to fuch peaple, by 
exftinguifhing a red hot iron in. it, or, by 
diluting it with water. [¢ is to, be lament- 
ed that the lace frofts in the {pring, often de- 
“rive us of the fruit waich affords this liquor. 


. 
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But the effects of thefe frofs have been in 
fome meature obviated by giving an orchard 
a north-welt expofure, fo as to check too 
early vegetation, and by kindling two or 
three large fires of brufh or ftraw to wind- 
ward of theorchard, the evening before we 
expect a night of froft. This lait expedient 
has in many inftances, within the compafs 
of my knowledge, preferved the fruit of an 
orchard, to the great joy and emolument of 
the ingenious hufbandman. 

2. Beer is a wholefome liquor, com- 
pared with fpirits. The grain trom which 
it is obtained is not liable, like the apple, 
to be affeéted with froft, and therefore it 
can always be procured at a moderate ex- 

nee. It aboands with nourifhment— 
hence we find’ many of the common peo- 
ple in Great- Britain endure hard labour with 
no other food than a quart or three pints of 
this liquor with a few pounds of bread a 
day. I have heard with great pleafure of 
breweries being fet up in feveral of the 
principal county towns of Pennfylvania, and 
Lefteem it a fign of the progrefs of our 
ftate in wealth and happinefs, that a fingle 
brewer in Chefter county fold above 1000 
barrels of beer laft year. While I with to 
fee a law impofing the heavieft taxes on whii- 
ky diftilleries, I fhould be glad to fee brew- 
eries (at leaft for fome years) wholiy exempt 
from taxation. * 

3. Wine is likewife a wholefome liquor, 
compared with fpirits. ‘The low wines of 
France, I believe, could be drank at lefs ex- 
pence than fpirits, in this country. The 
peafants in France, who drink thefe liquors 
in large quantities, are a healthy and iober 
body of people. Wines of all kinds yield, 
by chemical analyfis, the fame principles as 
cyder, but in different proportions ; hence 
they are both cordial and nourifhiog. It is 
remarked that few men ever become habitual! 
drunkards upon wine. It derives its relith 
principally from company, and is feldom, 
like {pirits, drank in a chimney corner 
orinaclofet. The effeéts of wine upon the 
temper are likewife, in moft cafes, dire@ly 
oppofite to thofe that were mentioned of f i- | 
ritous liquors, It muft be a bad heart in- 
deed that is not rendered more chearful and 
more generous, by a few glaffes of wine.

Vinegar and 
water conitituted the only drink of the fol- 
diers of the Roman re;ublic; and it is well 
known that they marched and fought, in a 
warm climate, under a load of arms that 
weighed fixty pounds. Boaz, a wealthy 
farmer in Paleftine, we find, treated his 
reapers with nothing but bread dipped in vi. 
negar. Say not, that {pirits have become 
neceffary in harvef from habit and the cuf- 
tom of the country. The cuftom of {wal- 
lowing this liquid fire, is a bad one, and 
the habit of it may be broken. Let half a 
dozen farmers in a neighbourhood, combine 
to allow higher wages to their reapers than 
are common, and a fuflicient quantity of any 
of the liquors I have recommended, and they 
may {oon abolifh the prattice of giving them 
{pirits. ‘They will in a little time be de. 
lighted with the good effeéts of their afloci- 
ation, ‘Their grain will be fooner and 
more carefully gathered into their barns, 
and a hurdred difagreeable fcenes of fick- 
nefs and contention will be avoided, which 
always foliow, in a greater or lefs degree, 
the ufe of fpiritous liquors. Under this 
head, I fhould not torget to recommend 
buttermilk and water, or four milk, (com- 
monly called bonneclabber) and water. It 
will be rendered more grateful by the addi. 
tion of a little fugar. |

rivers and mill-ponds from fevers of all 
kinds. Thofe who live in a fickly part of 
the country, and who cannot procure the 
bark or who objet to taking it, I would 
advite to avoid the morning and evening 
eir in the fickly months—to kindle fires in 
“heir houfes on damp days, and in cool 
Evenings throughout the whole fammer, and 
to put on woolen cloathing about the firft 
week in September. The laft part of this 
diretion applies only to the inhabitants of 
the middle ftates. Thefe cautions I am 
perfuaded will be more effectual in prevent- 
ing autumnal fevers than the beft preparati- 
ons that can be made from bitters in {pirit.
